Lc  2  juin,  1835  naissait  un  homme 
qui  devait  rapprocher  son  siecle  moderne 
de  'T Alpha  et  l'Ornega"  de  toutes  choses. 

A  des  etapes  rapproches,  1'humble 
Guiseppe  Sarto  devint  pretre,  eveque, 
cardinal,  et  enfin  Pape.  Et  c'est  sous  ce 
dernier  titre  qu'il  lutta  avec  un  courage 
invincible  contre  un  ennemi  plus  dan- 
gereux  que  ceux  produits  par  notre  age 
atmoique.  A  cette  epoque,  le  jansenisme 
eloignait  les  ames  de  la  Voie,  de  la  Verite, 
et  de  la  Vie.  II  enseignait  que  les  fideles, 
faibles  et  pecheurs,  n'etaient  pas  dignes 
de  recevoir  leur  Dieu  grand  et  saint  entre 
tous.

Se  souvenant  des  paroles  de  Notre  Seigneur, 
"Laissez  venir  a  Moi  les  petits  enfants,"  Sa  Saintete  Pie  X,  couronna  son  oeuvre  en  1910 
lorsqu'il  permit  aux  enfants  qui  avaient  atteint  l'usage  de  la  raison,  de  recevoir  pour  la  pre- 
miere fois  leur  Sauveur  et  leur  Modele.
